In 
advocatinB bis acceptance, one brother 
who ivas present remarked, "Doctors 
are often wroiii;, and if the worst comes 
to tie vorst he will he able to sctiv the 
Lord u-illi a siiiqIc rye." Which only Roes 
once more to pro\'e (hat tl'e sa>'inR of our 
Lord arc full of a vivid and arrestiuR 
desiRii and are not easily forROtlcn. 
The Proverhial Wisdom of (he World 

Tl'e tiospels are full of eraphic, i>ii'tur- 
esque plir.-ises that we have found it iiii- 
|xif5il>!e lo foreet. Tl-ey have passed, 
like this one about tie imijortance of 
havinR a single e>e. into our familiar 
talk and I)ec<iTre jiart of the Moild's 
proverbial visdoin. Ii is worth while 
lr\'iiv.: t<i iinclersUnid what is meant by 
haviiie a sinde eye, ai'ri ho v nnich of 
life's filessedness c'epends upon makiuR 
that possession one's <y\r\. 'I'he word as 
it is used b.eie ireans, of course, free frfini 
disloriion. nornitU :ind sound, as oiiposed 
to an eye that is evil and diseased. 

In atiotl'er picturesque phrase Jesus 
has just said (h;it the eye is the lamp of 
the body. It is the eye thai li'jhts <iur 
hoii.se. enahline us to see and find our way 
about a world thai would otherwise lie 
dark. If the eye is "siii'.de." sound. 
h.e:!lthv and normal, the whole bodv. we 
are told, will he full of li-h!. wiili all" that 
that n'eans for hajipiness and security. 
Ifil is "evil." if it is diseased, if the lenses 
arc not jjroperly adiusted so that the 
eyes do not work lo-i;etkcr, our world will 
immediately become distorted. ThiiiRS 
that are far off may look near and things 



that are rcallj' near may apiiear far off. 
Our sense of distance will become con- 
fuscfl. TliitiKS will kise their clear sl\arp 
outline. Crooked thiURs may apjJear 
slraiRht .and slniiRlit thiuRS look crooked. 
We may even see tliiiiRS that are not 
there, and miss the IhiiiRs that are there 
until we break our shins over them. The 
whole body, as Jestts say.s. will be full of 
darkness and delusion. 

That is true of physical thiims. but it is 
not less true in the S|iirilual realm. The 
siHil has an eye no less than the body. 
Within lis all there is a faculty for per- 
ceiviiiR s|)iritiial thiiiRs. as surely as a 
man has eyes in his head. .And thai 
inner eye may be sin'.de, may be sound 
and healtliy, or it may be evil: it may Ret 
out of focus and dei'elop a tendency to look 
two ways at once, like Mr. Dye-end's 
Rrandfalher, who. beiiiR a waterman, was 
accustomed. Hunyan sai's. "to look one 
way and row another." When that 
happens, you rcI what St. James calls 
"a doubte-miiKle;! man." who is. as a 
consequence, "unstable in all iiis ways." 
A Sort of a .Mural Squint 

That is to say. if a man's inner eye is 
not sitiRle. if he tries to look two wa>'s 
at once, he will eventually develop a sort 
of miral stiuint. and c msequently he will 
walk with a staRuer and never be sure 
which is the riRht side of the road. The 
trouble wdtli a man wdio ■^cfuinls is that he 
can neither R<i where he looks nor look 
wdiere he Roes, In s]iirilua! IhiriRS. as in 
physical thiiiRS. he eropes his way tibiut 
in a Wiirld of confused issues, in a world 
where m iral outlines are blurred and in- 
distinct, and, like (he iiroverhi.il calf, be 
can only wobble when he walks.

Why ttie Business Dwindled

Winnipeg City Police.

ipXPKblKNTS for separating fools and 
■*-' their money are many and varied, 
Fven the Great War. with all its tragedy 
and horror, is not always eschewed as a 
means of extortion. 

The Winnipeg City Police have just 
closed a war relics e.xhibition. operating 
on one of the main thoroughfares. Osten- 
sibly, the plaie, like Caesar's wife, was 
above suspicion. You entered, and ranged 
around were helmets, guns, bayonets, 
gas masks, views and other mementoes 
of tbe war. When you'd made the tour, 
you found a plate near the entrance, on 
which, if you were so minded, you could 
lay a voluntary contribution. 

On the surface, that was all there was 
to it. But complaints reached the police 
thai wayfarers were in some way or other 
getting fleeced at this harmless war relics 
exhibition. A little sum in arithmetic 
showed conclusively Ihat the rent, light, 
and other obvious expenses of the place 
were not being met by voluntary con- 
tributions put on the plate. 

The fact was that the affair, under its 
innocent guise, was oijerating que.stkiii- 
able games and really free amusement 
parlor devices. But as a war relics 
e.shibition it escaped the city license 
department and the control of the license 
insi^ccttir. 

Complaints continued to reach tbe 
liolice. but proof of unlawful practice was 
hard to get. Control, however, can be 
ciercised in subtle and unchallengeable 
wa\'s. 

.A policeman turned u|i. He e.>:p!ained 
Ihat he had come to protect the i^lace. 
He had come for the pro|;)rietor's own 
good. There had been trouble, and if 
further trouble arose, the proprietor 
might be lined, or .sent to prison, or both. 
So he was there lo forestall any such 
regrettable happening. 

The pro|irietor protested that he did 
not want the policeman's protection , that 
it was entirely unnecessary, and that in 
short he would prefer to be without it. 
But the policeman was obdurate. Pro- 
tection must be afforded. 

Business dwindled to nothing, and 
within a short time the doors of the 
exhibition closed. When George I. went 
over to Kngland. be said in his broken 
English: "(k'ntlemen. 1 come for \our 
goods." The exhibition proprietor had a 
similar idea of the "good" that the police- 
man was doing him.
